Today is Christmas. All 
about us we hear talk of 
peace on earth, good will 
toward men. 
Yet in many parts of the 
world there is no peace and 
in the hearts of many men 
there is not enough good 
will. 
Recently we ended the 
longest, bloodiest, most ex­ 
pensive war in the history of 
our nation. 
Now we must relocate the 
thousands of South Vietna­ 
mese who chose to come to 
the United States. 
As for the innocent vic­ 
tim s, 
the 
wom en 
and 
children who were killed 
“by mistake,’’ we can only 
say we are sorry’. 
Our youth still in sists 
civilization is out of joint. 
They resent having to live 
in a world they never made. 
But what generation ever 
made the world it had to 
live in? 
We congratulate our­ 
selves that we are the rich­ 
est, most productive, most 
powerful nation in the 
world, but what progress 
have we made? 
Is it progress when man 
can walk on the craters of 
the moon but cannot walk 
safely after dark two blocks 
from his home? 
Some fear we are heading 
toward social decay, going 
the way of the Romans and 
the Babylonians. 
Others applaud the “new 
morality” and dance on the 
grave 
of 
“ phony 
Puritanism." 
They herald the sex 
revolution as symptomatic 
of a maturing society that 
prom ises better m ental 
health. 
But 
w ill 
that 
promise be kept — or are 
we overloading the circuits 
and promoting additional 
guilt and anxiety in those 


who cannot tolerate so 
much exhibitionism? . 
The m ost encouraging 
sign of our times is that our 
campuses are once again 
places of higher learning. 
Much of the hostility and 
anger of the late ’60s and 
early 70s has vanished. 
This is the good news. 
The bad new s is that drug 
abuse 
has 
shifted 
from 
campuses to high schools 
and junior highs. 
Now the 14-. 15- and 
16-year-olds are turning to 
drugs to “ expand their 
minds,” or just turn on. 
In reality they have opted 
to anesthetize them selves 
against the pain of growing 
up and accepting responsi­ 
bility. 
Every day each of us 
makes decisions that deter­ 
mine the direction in which 
our lives will move. No one. 
no matter how wise or how 
highly 
p rincipled, 
can 
m ake the right decision 
every time. 
Since this is a problem 
column, I spend countless 
hours with grief and trou­ 
ble. Does it depress me? 
No, it does not. After 20 
years of this work, I still 
find it challenging and im­ 
mensely rewarding. 
I have been entrusted 
with the largest reading 
audiences in the world. 
What a unique opportunity 
to educate, to shine a spot­ 
light on ignorance and fear, 
to comfort the afflicted and 
afflict the comfortable! 
There is no greater satis­ 
faction than to serve, and I 
will continue to do my best.

Instructor of the sugary class was Ma­ 
deleine Janecek who was assisted by two 
of the top “ cake decorating” students, 
Betty Harris and Sharon Miller. 
Workshoppers had baked their cakes 
ahead and layers of all sizes and shapes 
were ready for the frosting job. Cakes 
were of different flavors and some had just 
one layer and others had more.
